The health unit figures show that 
in a week’s time, there are 10,700 
pounds o pork sold from the local 
meat markets and that the markets 
sell in a woek’s time 15,300 pounds of 
beef. No count was taken of the other 
porducts disposed of by the markets 
to the local consumers. 
Health authorities show where the 
abattoir would protect both the mer­ 
chants who handle meat and the con­ 
sumers of meat. 
One official said that unless there 
were a public slaughtering place there 
is little chance to condemn many of 
the cows and hogs intended for slaugh­ 
ter. 
From 500 to 1,000 pounds of meat 
offered for sale have to be condemned 
now weekly that if there were a public 
way of slaughtering the hogs and cat­ 
tle would be unnecessary.
